Unfinished Business: 


Field Day: Cliff KOCA, reported that he and Jim N9JF 
had been talking and both agreed that this year would 
probably be an operate from home event. With social 
distancing guidelines, it would be difficult to set up stations, 
towers and antennas. Don KDQHHN, reported that he had 
checked with the ambulance district and they are keeping their 
facilities closed because of the influx of people from Illinois and 
Iowa. He also checked with the Hannibal Parks and 
Recreation Dept. to see about the pavilion in Huckleberry 
Park, but it is rented for the last 3 weekends in June.

would be allowed there are those who were actually operating 
the stations, and their relief, and there would be no dinner that 
evening.

only ones that would count for scores would be “A,B,C,E and 
F” stations.

The ARRL has 
decided that operators can list their club affiliation when 
submitting scores. we must choose between HARC and 
WIARC (for those who are members in both). The ARRL will 
not be doing club scores, but will list how many participants 
are from each club. 

Jim N9JF reiterated what Cliff had said about this year, 
and he also brought up a question about the home stations. He 
was wondering if you wanted to be counted as a 1E station 
(Home operation/emergency power) would emergency power 
have to be used the entire time of operation, or could it be used 
part of the time. Cliff said he would check on that. (Ed, note, 
Cliff emailed me that the ARRL said to qualify for the 1E class 
emergency power would have to be used for all contacts.) 


Quincy Hamfest: Jim N9JF said as far as he knew the 
hamfest is still on, scheduled in August. He said that Amateur 
Accessories has told him that they are still planning to be there 
if the hamfest is happening. He will keep us informed. 


VE Testing: Currently suspended. There have been 
several articles published lately about VE groups doing on-line 
testing , with some groups doing the student and 1 VE together 
and other 2 by video link, and some with all involved being in 
separate locations, and doing it by video. Larry WB2UFO, 
said he would check into this and decide what will be done. 
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New Business: 

Don KDQOHHN reported that Bill Wheeler KODEW of 
Lebanon, MO recently went SK. Bill was known to many of 
the club members, having done lectures at previous meetings. 
He was also an avid participant in the Missouri Traffic Net, 
and a collector of Collins radio equipment. He also reported 
that Phil Covert K9TS of Barry Illinois, passed away on the 5“ 
of May. Phil was also known to many of the Quincy club 
members. Both will be greatly missed.
